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PUBLISHERS; THEIR PAST, PRESENT, AND FUTURE IN THE U.S. 
THE PAST. 


Tue rise and advance of the art of Book Publishing in the United States, 
js so intimately connected with the growth and progress of American 
civilization, that a brief review of its history, however imperfect, cannot 
fail of being interesting to every enlightened reader, as well as to those 
whose immediate professions, and success in life, are more deeply in- 
yolved in its past experience and future prosperity. We propose, then, 
to glance rapidly at the history, condition, and prospects of “ the trade,” 
from the feeble beginning of Srzepuen Daye and Saver Green, whose 
publishing career opened with almanacs and psalm-books, to the pre- 
sent day, when American publishers favor the public with rival and 
complete editions of the “ British Poets,” and of the “ British Essayists,” 
and when German and French authors are in as great repute in Boston 
and New York, as they can be in Berlin or Paris! Our subject must 
be divided into three different and separate parts, the first of which we 
now lay before our readers; the other two will follow in order, in each 
successive number of the Circular. 

In the year of our Lord, 1638, and forty years before printing com- 
menced in any other part of what was then called British America, Rev. 
Jesse Grover, an English dissenting clergyman, accompanied by his 
‘amily, a printer, aad printiug apparatus, emigrated for the Colony of 
Massachusetts. He died during the voyage ; the press, type, &c., were 
carried to Cambridge ; and, in the month of January of the following 
year, by direction of the magistrates, one Srepuzn Dayz commenced 
printing The Freeman’s Oath, after which he published an Almanack! 
It does not appear that either of these was, in the literal sense of the 
word, a book ; for, in the succeeding year, 1640, he published an edition 
of the Psalms in Metre, translated by the Rev. Jobn Eliot, and by a 
Rev. Mr. Weld, which (we are assured by the Rev. Thomas Prince, of 
Boston, in his preface to a revised edition of that work, published in 
1758), was “ the first book printed in North America.” In 1649, Mr. 
Daye was succeeded by Samurt Greexe. During the eleven years that 
the former was a publisher, he issued, among other works, of which we 
have no record, five Almanacks, two editions of the Psalms, one Cate- 
chism, two law-books, and a little work on Astronomy. Although he 
does not appear to have been well skilled in his art, nor to have exe- 
cuted his work with either taste or excellence, he was favored by the 
State with three hundred acres of land, in consideration of his being the 
first publisher. The ‘rst publication of Mr. Greene was a 4to., of 44 
Pp., entitled, “ A Platform of Church Discipline.” Next year, 1650, he 
issued Norton’s “ Heart of New England Rent; ” and a new edition of 
the Psalms, revised and improved. Between this date and 1692, we 
find that Mr. Greene has formed a business connection with Mr. M. 
Johnson, and afterwards with his son, Bartholomew Greene; that 
eighty-siz different works issued from their press, among which were four 
catechisms, three of which were in the Indian language; eighteen al- 
manacks, two new editions of the Psalms, one Indian Testament, two 
editions of the Indian Bible, six books of laws, and fifty-three of a mis- 
cellaneous character, including Richard Mather’s “ Farewell ; ” John Cot- 
ton’s “Discourse on Civil Government;” an Indian psalter, Indian 
oe and Indian logic primer, by John Eliot, who translated into 
- mee the Bible also. In 1661, Mr. Greene printed an edition of 

® New Testament, in the Indian; and two years later, an edition of 





“the Holy Bible,” in the same language, appeared, printed by Greene 
and Johnson. The Old Testament was three years in the press. Twenty- 
two years later, 1685, a 4to. edition, of two thousand copies, of the same 
work was published, and was six years passing through t .e press. Three 
hundred acres of land were given as a grant, by the State, to Greene, 
Marmaduke Johnson appears to have published ten books, all of a reli- 
gious nature. Samuel Greene died January Ist, 1702. His son, Bar- 
tholomew, was in business with him a few years, but in 1690 he removed 
to Boston. 

We have dwelt with the Cambridge publishers longer, and have been 
more minute in our details in relation to them, than space will permit 
us to remain with those of other towns and cities. We have omitted, 
however, to state that the press at Cambridge was under the control 
and censorship of the college; and that it was the only printing press 
authorized by the Government. But in 1674, John Foster was author- 
ized to set up a press in Boston, under the censorship of Increase Mather 
and Thomas Thatcher, who were termed “licensers.” His first book 
was printed in 1676, and his latest, probably, in 1683. Foster died in 
September, the year following. He was succeeded in “ the management 
of the press,” by Samuel Sewall, who, from being a magistrate, became 
a publisher and bookseller. James Glenn took charge of the printing 
department. Between 1682 and 1776, there were about forty publish- 
ers and booksellers in Boston. In less than six years after the City of 
Philadelphia was founded, a printing press was established there. It 
was the second of the Colonies where it was introduced. The first pub- 
lisher in Philadelphia was one William Bradford. The oldest publica- 
tion bearing his imprint, is an Almanac, for the year A.D. 1687. Two 
years afterwards, he published a pamphlet in defence of the Quakers, 
against the puritanical attacks of Cotton Mather. In 1690, he published 
two more upon the same theme; and still another two years later. 
Reinier Jansen is the next Philadelphia publisher of whom we have any 
record. There exists, perhaps, but one book bearing his imprint, which 
was published in 1699. Between this date and the year 1775, there 
were, probably, between seventeen and twenty booksellers and pub- 
lishers in Philadelphia, among whom was the celebrated Benjamin 
Franklin. He was the partner of one Hugh Meredith. Seven years 
after his first publication in Philadelphia appeared, William Bradford 
removed to New York, where he set up the first printing press, estab- 
lished in Manhattan Island! He continued to publish pamphlets, Acts of 
Assembly, &c., until 1725, when he began the publication of the first news- 
paper printed in this State. A year later, we find John Peter Zenger print- 
ing pamphlets in Smith Street. In 1733 he began the publication of a news- 
paper, an enterprise that excited the enmity of Bradford. After Zen- 
ger’s death, his widow kept a pamphlet store. In 1765 John Holt es- 
tablished a bookstore here, in connection with which he seems to have 
managed asmall newspaper. But the first bookseller who carried on 
the trade to any extent, was James Rivington. He was, in 1760, in 
partnership with one Brown, a bookseller in Philadelphia ; but the year 
following he removed to New York, and commenced business in Wall 
Street, still retaining his connection with the Philadelphia house. In 
1762 he established a branch house in Boston. Three years after this 
date, we find a new firm, known as “ Hodge & Shober,” in the book 
trade, afterwards “Shober & Loudon,” and Samuel Loudon, alone, be- 
fore the close of the year. The first publisher in Connecticut was 
Thomas Short. In 1710 he issued, from New London, “The Saybrook 
Platform of Church Discipline.” He was succeeded, in 1714, by Timo- 
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thy Green, of Boston. The first book, we believe, published in New 
Haven, was a Latin edition of the Laws of Yale College, which ap- 
peared in 1754. It bore the imprint of Parker & Co. Ten years later, 
this firm was succeeded by Benjamin Mecom, who had in turn as suc- 
cessor, Samuel Green, in 1767. In Rhode Island, the first publisher was 
Gregory Dexter. In 1648 he issued “A Key to the Language of the In- 
dian Natives of Narraganset.” James Franklin was a Rhode Island 
publisher ; he died in 1735; was succeeded by his widow, who took 
into partnership Samuel Hall, by whom, after his death, the business 
was managed. Publishing was not introduced into Maryland until the 
latter portion of the eighteenth century. The first work that was pub- 
lished in this State, was a German edition of the Bible, printed by 
Nicholas Hasselboct. 

We have now presented the reader with a brief sketch of the history 
of the first introduction of the Press into the American colonies, and of 
the progress which was made in the extension of knowledge, and the 
means whereby knowledge is attained, up to the period of our Revolu- 
tion. Those we have mentioned as “ Publishers ” in the foregoing rude 
sketch, would hardly be honored with that title if they existed at the 
present time, and carried on such a business as they then did. Many 
of them were never known to have printed aught that was of more im- 
portance than a sermon or an almanac; and the workmanship displayed 
in the printing of whatever was published, during this period, seems to 
have been in most cases, exceedingly wretched. The Puritanical zeal in 
printing and circulating the Bible, and in excluding from the press 
every thing not evangelical, retarded considerably the progress that pub- 
lishing must inevitably have made, if the Press was more free. But 
whatever may have been the errors of our ancestors, and of the early 
pioneers who first introduced the Press into this country, they merit 
the unqualified thanks and respect, not only of the American citizen, 
but of every enlightened thinker in the civilized world. If their minds 
were narrowed by religious prejudices, they carried with them the 
fault from their native lands ; nor did the “ mother country ” ever seek 
to soften or alleviate those passions! On the contrary she fostered and 
engendered them. Indeed, the first edition of the English Bible, pub- 
lished at Boston, bore the London imprint, in order to avoid a prosecu- 
tion from the English and Scotch houses, who published the sacred vol- 
ume by a patent from the “ King’s most Excellent Majesty.” But from 
this feeble beginning, the publication of the Bible has gradually ad- 
vanced, and grown with the growth of the country, until it forms now 
one of the most gigantic and noble institutions in the land. 

It is not our purpose to chronicle the progress of the trade, since 
the Revolution to the present time. This has been recently done by a 
literary gentleman, of national reputation, in a complete and satisfac- 
tory manner. His articles appeared first in the columns of the New 
York Tribune, in 1854; and were afterwards revised by the author, 
and reprinted in Norton's Literary Gazette. To travel the path that he 
has gone over, would be alike useless and uninteresting; yet, in our 
next article, we shall see that within the memory of this generation, 
houses have arisen, like the mustard tree, from the most feeble imagin- 
able foundations, to a degree of wealth, magnitude, and importance, 
hardly equalled by any similar establishments in the world. We shall 
also see, that the art of printing has been carried to a wonderful per- 
fection, in this country, within the last twenty years; that the demand 
for a standard literature has gradually advanced, and the national intel- 
lect become developed ; and from these facts, and other positive data, 
we shall endeavor to develope the future prospects of THE AMERICAN 
PUBLISHER. We think that we will be able to prove satisfactorily, that 
before the close of the nineteenth century we shall have in this country 
the greatest reading community that the world has yet seen. 

We may add, finally, that the number of publishers and booksellers 
in the colonies, of which wo have been enabled to find any record, pre- 
vious to the Revolution, numbers about one hundred and forty ; but 
we have not space to give a history of each, and a mere catalogue of 
names and dates would be alike fininteresting and useless.

Believing, as I do, that the “ Publishers’ Association” is destined to 
accomplish much good, I would beg to suggest for early consideration 
or discussion, the relation in which the publisher and retailer stand to 
each other. In one city, at least, I can assert that the public can pur. 
chase from publishers their own or other publications, in very smal} 
quantities, at prices differing little, if any, from what retailers have to 
pay. This I consider a grievance, and I think in justice ought to be 
rectified. Not a day goes by without proofs of this being given. Indj- 
viduals step in and ask the price of, say a $1 25 book, the publisher's 
price is given, when they exclaim,—“ Oh, we can obtain it by expres 
lower than that; we can have it for a dollar.” Thus the retailer is with. 
out the protection which in justice ought to be guaranteed him.

To explain more fully what] 
mean. I have an order for six books, all different publishers. If] 
write to my general agent, in nine cases out of ten I shall be charged 
considerably higher than if I got it from the publisher direct, but the pub- 
lic here will not pay me a cent more than the published price. Again, 
if I write to the publishers direct, they do not care for small orders, the 
expense of carriage and postage would more than swallow up the profit. 
I can assure you that here the trade is very much puzzled in ordering 
from the States, &c., as it is impossible for them to know the names of 
the publishers of the various works that issue weekly from the press, | 
have addressed these few lines to you in hopes that the Association will 
take the matter in hand, for it is of great consequence to the buyer and 
seller. To the former, so that they may be able to procure the books 
readily and at the cheapest rates; to the latter, that they may have 
every convenience of getting their books into a thorough and effective
